Counsel in Murder Case Hag- 
gle Over Price of Doctor's 
Talk; Finally Bought 
“Sight Unseen.” 


ANY OF 3 WOUNDS FATAL? 


Nashville, Tenn., March 1.—The spectacle 
of counsel on one side not only selling a wit- 
ness to the opposition but haggling over the 
terme was one ot the elevating and extraor- 
dinary incidents today in the trial of Col. 
D. B. Cooper, Robin Cooper, and John D. 
Sharp for the slaying of former United States 
Senator E. W. Carmack. 

The subject of the commercial traneaction 
was Dr. MoPheeters Glasgow, one of the 
most eminent surgeons of the state, who had 
been employed by the prosecution to go to 
Cumbia and perform an autopsy on Sena- 
ir Carmack’s body. He did so and reported 
nie findings to the prosecutors. He was 
subpceeneed by the state, but wae not used. 
The defense learned of the autopsy and sum- 
moned the doctor. 


Dr. Glasgow told counsel for the defense 
that his services as an expert had been re- 
tained by the state and that he would not 
discuss the case except with the attorney 
general. The defense asked the court this 
morning to instruct the doctor to talk to its 
counsel. The court complied partially by 
telling the doctor it would be proper for him 
to talk: with the defendants’ attorneys if he 
had any information that would throw light 
on the killing. ‘ 

Waive Rights for Consideration. 

The state objected, and the docter stood 
firm. Unless the state, which employed him, 
ordered him to consult with the opposition, 
he declined to talk. The state suggested 
that the defense swear the doctor and put 
him on the stand. The defense resented the 
suggestion and declared it would put no wit- 
nesses on the stand without knowing to what 
he would testify. Then the state’s counsel 
consulted and Attorney General McCarn 
made this astounding proposition: That if 
the defense would pay the state the costs 
of the autopsy, including Dr. Glasgow’s fee, 
the state would waive its rights. 

As Judge Hart said, “ the defense wanted 
to see the goods before they bought,” and 
they offered to confer with Dr. Glasgow, and, 
if they decided to use him as a witness, to re- 
imburse the state. 

To this counter proposition the prosecu- 
tors entered an emphatic veto. 


Testimony of Dr. Glasgow. 

„Pay whether you use him or not,“ they 
said, and the court’s comment was: 

They want to sell the goods in the bag. 

There was another hurried conference and 
the defense bought the goods in the bag and 
Dr. Glasgow became their witness. ' 

I performed an autopsy on Senator Car- 
mack’s body,“ said Dr. Glasgow, at Attor- 
ney General MeCarn's request on Nov. 17. 

There was one wound two inches below 
the left nipple and one inch to the inside. 
The bullet passed through the heart. Four 
and one-half inches below the right nipple 
and one inch outside was a wound from 
which a bullet had been taken. An inch 
from the left median line of the neck was 
another wound which was black; the others 
were clean. The bullet came out of the 
mouth, two teeth Being loosened, and held 
by the lips only. 

“The third wound entered the chest be- 
tween the fourth and fifth rib, plerced the 
heart, wounded the ventricle and passed 
downward and forward through the liver 
and reached the skin between the sixth and 
seventh ribs. The bullet was out from 
beneath the skin.” 

The significance of whe U aids thai 
any one of the three wounds was necessarily 
and inetantly fatal and that if the senator 
did not fire the first shots, he could not have 
fired at all. 


Defense Witness Tangled Up. 

The only other sensational witness of the 
day was 8. J. Binning, who claimed to have 
seen Senator Carmack fingering his revolver 
and testing the cylinder a few moments be- 
fore the shooting began. He was badly con- 
fused on cross examination, however, and 
contradicted himeelf on many important 
points.

Italians Told by Howells That 
Feuds Resemble Vendetta. 


HOT SHOT FOR LYNCHERS. 


Aliens Asked to Beware That They Do 
Not Get Mob Spirit. 


New York, March 1.—[Special. ]}—At the an- 
nual meeting of the Society for Italian Immi- 
grants at the Italian club today, W liam 
Dean Howells,whp made the leading address, 
compared the crimes perpetrated in this coun- 
try by Italians with several well known cases 
in which Americans were involved, to the 
decided advantage of the Italians, and plead- 
ed with them not to adopt American méihods. 

Mr. Howells said a majority of the Italians 
in New York were from southern Italy and 
that apparently they too often were pussion- 
ate, Jealous, homicidal, quick with the xnife, 
and reckless of the law—perhaps because ihe 
law so long in southern Italy was an enemy 
of humanity. 

I read too often in the morning paper.“ 
said he, that one of our halt million Italians 
has shot or stabbed another in a {volish 
quarrel or has killed a woman to keep some 
other man from having her, or Las killed 
some other man for having her, or has 
dropped a bomb to avenge a real or unreal 
injury or insult, or has murdereé a girl ‘or 
love. 

Asked to Avoid American Faults. 

These crimes seem more than enough for 
any race. Italians must get rid of this tend- 
ency before they begin to assimilate with 
us, as until they do I am afraid they may be 
tempted to assimilate our own atrocities as 
something Kindred to theirown. Leave out 
of your Italian version of us our solecism of 
meeting a man in plain daylight on a city 
street and shooting him down in cold blood. 
Suppress such misleading possessions as our 
abominable voluntary madness in which a 
man on the mere warrant of a frightened 
or wanton woman's word condemns or puts 
to death another man whom he refused any 
shadow of defense. 

Do not render our southern feud in your 
southern vendetta in the hope of justifying 
both, though you. may have read that only 
last week in a little Kentuoky town a re- 
jected suitor called the bridegroom from the 
bride in his mother’s house, where they were 
meeting friends at à reception, and emptied 
his shotgun into his rival’s breast. 

„Leave out of the American of your ren- 
dering the infernal mob spirit which in Ohio 
and Illinois, as well as in the late slave states, 
bursts into cruel fury upon the most help- 
less and friendless among us, hunts them to 
death, hanging, burning, Killing, with strik- 
ing circumstances of torture.

BIG COAL STRIKE 
AS BIG STICK GOES 


Operators Expected to Reject 
Demands of Miners at 
April Contract Re- 
newal Time. 


END OF SIX YEAR TERM. 


New York, March 1.—[{Special.]—With 
the big stick out of the way, it is believed 
the bars will be let down this spring to a big 
coal strike. 

With the passing of President Roosevelt 
it ie alleged the coal barons are finding their 
nerve again, and will not dodge a tieup. 

Anthracite coal operators will refuse every 
one of the demands of the miners’ union, for 
higher wages, shorter hours, and other con- 
“cessions, which will be presented to the com- 
panies some time before April 1, according to 
a pamphlet dealing with the situation issued 
today. This, while not official, has been ap- 
proved by operators as representing their 
views. 

Miners Make Eight Demands. 
The three year agreement which has been 
In force since 1906, when, after the suspen- 
sion of work by the miners for three weeks, 
they withdrew their demands for concessions, 
expires on March 31. The miners’ leaders 
have prepared a list of eight demands, which 
have not yet been officially presented to the 
operators. 

The present agreement is practically ident- 
ical with that drawn up by the Roosevelt 
strike commission in settling the coal strike, 
which lasted from May to October, 1002. The 
new demands go back in most points to mat- 
ters which were then sifted by the Roose- 
velt commission. 

The first of the new demands is that all 
disputes between operators and men shall 
be settled under an agreement to be drawn 
up between the representatives of miners 
and operators. This is considered by the 
operators as aimed at an eight hour day. 

Demand for Union Recognition. 

The second demand calls for a recognition 
of the United Mine Workers of America, a 
question which came up in «4002, and was 
decided adversely by the Roosevelt commis- 
sion. It also ealls for recognition of their 
‘right to provide any method we may adopt 
for the collection of revenues for the or- 
ganization.” 

On this point it was pointed out in the 
pamphlet issued today that the Berfisy!- 

vania law compels the companies Spay the 
full amount of their employés’ wages in cash. 

In all previous disputes with their men the 
operators have been positive in their de- 
termination to pay the men the full amount of 
their wages and leave them to use their 
money as they choose, although the agents 
of the unjon have been allowed to be pres- 

‘ent when*the men were paid for the purpose 
of collecting the union dues. One of the 
greatest difficulties the union officers would 
have is the collection of dues. 

The system proposed would greatly 
strengthen their organization besides shift- 
ing the burden of keeping up the union treas- 
ury on to the operators who would have to 
take bet ween $80,000 and $85,000 every month 
out of the wages of their men. 

Coal Road President’s Words. 

w. H. Truesdale, president of the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western railroad 
company, said tonight: 

* There is no question,“ he adds, that tlie 
bituminous interests in the United Mine- 
workers’ ‘organization are ,attempting to 
make trouble in the anthrdagite regions.” 

He counsels efforts to prevent the attempt 
that is ging to be made 40 strike down 
the prosperity and good feeling that has 
existed.’ 

Truesdale further charges that the bitu-

Henry L. Stimson, the New York federal 
district attorney, made the speech which 
went with the bronze mountain lion.

At the opening of the luncheon the presi- 
dent made a cordial address to his depart- 
ing advisers, who today had their first and 
last complete gathering and who are scatter- 
ing. to be advisers no more, unless they are 
drafted into the new golf cabinet of Presi- 
dent Taft.

A long wrangle en- 
sued in the house over the question of even 
asking a further conference with the senate, 
but it ſmally was dropped. 


Senate Passes Civil Bill. 

The sundry civil bill appropriating $139.- 
000,000 and the military academy bill carry- 
ing an appropriation of $2,541,000 were passed 
by the senate. 

Senator Bailey, calling attention to com- 
munications from heads of departments in 
response to senate resolutions calling for 
papers and information, stated that such re- 
plies received from the secretaries of the 
treasury, commerce and labor, and war and 
navy. had been sent “by direction of the 
president,“ which he declared was inferen- 
tially a denial of the right of congress to de- 
mand such information without the inter-

TRAEGER OUT IN THE OPEN. 


Early Trouble Stirred Up by Friends 
of Carter H. Harrison. 


The Demdcratic row over the mayoralty 
nomination, which will not be settled for 
two years, is going full tilt, with the prospect 
that it will develop into the most sensational 
primary battle which the party ever has 
known in Chicago. 

A half dozen different situations ahd vary- 
ing ronditions have conspired to precipitate 
the mayoralty contest at this time, and in 
more than a few wards the aldermanic. con- 
tests which will end at the April election, 
have involved with them the question of who 
shall be the Democratic candidate for mayor 
to succeed Mayor Busse. 

The only really avowed’ candidate for the 
nomination is the retiring city treasurer, 
John E. Traeger. He has made no formal 
declaration of his candidacy, but his friends 
in the Town of Lake wards have started a 
campaign for him. Some of them wanted 
him to run during the Dunne-Harrison bat- 
tle, but Mr. Traeger preferred the treagurer- 
ship nomination and was the only Democrat 
to win in the election when Mayor Busse 
was chosen. 


Dunne in Receptive Mood. 

Former Mayor Dunne is understood to be in 
a receptive state of mind, and has been ever 
since the votes were counted which gave the 
mayoralty to Mayor Busse. The Democrats 
who aided the Dunne boom in its early stages 
in 1907 and finally whipped things into such 
shape that Roger C. Sullivan and the bulk 
of the organization nominated him rather 
than let Carter H. Harrison have the chance, 
are busy little bees just at this moment. 

Mr. Dunne refused a nomination for a 
judgeship at the hands of the Democratic or- 
ganization this spring, the assumption there- 
by being thet he wants to try again for the 
mayor’s chair. It is declared that his cam- 
paign can be put into full swing whenever 
necessary. 

Harrison’s Friends Active. 

Carter H. Harrison's friends appear to be 
the gentlemen who have stirred up all the 
trouble at this early stage of the game. It 
is known that a gum shoe organization has 
been perfected, having for its purpose the 
surreptitious booming of the four time mayor 
for a whack at a four years’ job in the new 
city hall. 

Tom Carey, ex- chairman of tne Democratic 
county committee, is avowedly in the open 
for Harrison. John P. Tansey, ex- secretary 
of the Democratic county committee, is gen- 
eral manager and director of publicity. Ed- 
ward M. Lahiff, ex-secretary to the mayor, 
is reported from different places as on his 
way to Chicago from Ireland to accept the 
official leadership of the Harrison boom. 
Robert E. Burke, ex-oil inspector, is sched- 
uled to create the necessary enthusiasm. 

Overtures have been made by the Harri- 
son men to some of the leaders looking to a 
Harrison deal which will at the outset of the 
campaign have for its purpose the elimina- 
tion of Roger C. Sullivan from control of 
the Democratic organization, and at the 
same time hurl a smashing blow at the prob- 
able candidacy of former Mayor Dunne. 


Lewis Not a Possibility. 


The organization will have a candidate for 
mayor, and it will be neither Mr. Dunne nor 
John E. Traeger. Certainly not Carter H. 
Harrison. Neither is it possible that Col. 
James milton Lewis will be taken up by 
the Sullivan organization. Col. Lewis al- 
ready has announced that he will not be a 
mayoraity candidate if Mr. Dunne is. 

The organization will have a large field 
from which to pick a candidate. The names 
which already have been suggested include 
Judge Lockwood Honoré, former Judge John 
Barton Payne; John T. Connery of Lake 
View, and Ald. Peter Reinberg. Civil Service 
Commissioner M. L. McKinley is credited 
with active support which will come to the 
front at the psychological moment, it is said. 

Carter H. Harrison was reported to be 
due to arrive in Chicago next Saturday from 
California. His brother Preston said yes- 
terday he did not expect him for at least a

Aldermanic Candidate for Cir- 
- cuit Judge Surprises Many 
of His Colleagues. 


HARBOR REPORT SENT IN. 


Mayor Appoints Commission to 


Suggest Regulations for 
Handling Explosives. 


Ald. Homer E. Tinsman, who defeated Ald. 
Joseph Badenoch in the hottest campaign 
of the last city election, surprised the ma- 
jority of his colleagues at the council meet- 
ing last evening by resigning his office. He 
has been indorsed by the Republican county 
organization for the Circuit court bench, and, 
that the Thirty-second ward might be sure 
of two representatives in the city council 
during the next year, he resigned his seat 
there. 

After his letter of resignation had been 
read Ald. Tinsman took the floor to thank 
his associates and the mayor for the kind- 
ness to hinr during his short term ,and to 
congratulate the mayor on the magnificent 
business administration given the eity.“ He 
also explained his reasons for resigning. 

A third measure introduced by Ald. Fisher 
formally declared Ald. Tinsman's office va- 
cant and a fourth ordered a special election 
on April 6—the day of the municipal election 
—to fill the vacancy. The city clerk was 
ordered to give notice of the election, nomina- 
tions for which can be made only by petitions 
filed with the election commissioners before 
March 12. 

As the first order of business before the 
council, a communication from Mayor Busse; 
conveying the report of the harbor commis- 
sion, was referred to the committee on har- 
bors, wharves, and bridges. 


A second communication from the execu- 
tive referred to the findings of the coroner’s 
jury in the inquest over the bodies of the 
victims of the crib fire, contained his ap- 
pointment of a commission to determine the 
best methods of handling explosives, and to 
formulate rules and regulations relating to 
that subject.

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NT LAWS 
SEEN AS FAULTY. 


Committee Says Alien Crim- 
inals Evade All the Legal 
Safeguards. 


GREAT FIELD IS STUDIED. 


$250,000 Needed to 8. 
Report on Labor, Disease, 
and Crowding. 


Washington, D. C., March 1 [Special. — 
Thousands of undesirable aliens are able to 
make their way into the United States 
despite the rigid laws, according to the pre- 
Hminary report of the joint commission on 
immigration, made public today. Besides 
many criminals and other 99 

ns, the report says, thousan nese 
— are smuggled in yearly despite the 
fact $500,000 is spent yearly in an attempt to 
prevent their entrance. 

The report shows that $250,000 is needed to 


complete the work for a full report to be 


made in the fall. The preliminary report 
deals with practically every phase of the im- 
migration question, charity among the immi- 
grants, the white slave traffic, conditions of 
steerage, congestion in larte cities, alien 
criminality, competition of immigrants, 
school inquiries, administration of the immi- 
gration laws, and the distribution of immi- 


grants. 
Law Strong in Theory. 


The commission says it is admitted by those 
acquainted with the subject that, notwith- 
standing the fact the present law papposes to 
provide for the exclusion of every undesir- 
able immigrant, thousands of undesirable 
persons are admitted each year. It has been 
found that the law in theory. is exceptionally 
strong, but in effect it is in some respects 
weak and ineffectual. Notwithstanding the 
expenditure of about $500,000 annually to 
enforce this law, the commission finds that it 
does not prevent the coming of Chinese la- 
borers in considerable numbers. 

An extensive investigation is being made 
into the question of the importation and har- 
poring of women for immoral purposes. It 
has been found that many persons affiicted 
with contagious diseases and even criminals 
of a dangerous type have been able to come 
to this country under the pretense of being 

n. 

The utmost importance is attached to the 
subject of alien criminality. The higher 
criminal courts of New York are keeping rec- 
ords of each person convicted of crime, and 
it is intended that a study of foreign born 
criminals and criminals of the second gener- 
ation will be made in that city. 


Inquiry Throughout Nation. 


The most extensive work undertaken is the 
genera! field investigation into the economic 
and. social status of immigrants in various 
sections of thecountry. The most important 
topics being covered are the race of employés 
in each occupation, years each race has been 
employed, hours of work, and discrimination 
for or against immigrants in employment, 
wages, and housing. 

In taking up the congestion of immigrants 
in large cities the commission is observing 
communities inhabited principally by mem- 
bers of one race, as to whether the clinging 
together of members of the same race handi- 
caps them in their struggle for advancement 
and prevents their Americanization. 

A special investigation is being conducted 
in the south and it will cover the sentiment 
of legislative bodies as indicated by legisla- 
tion enacted affecting immigration. The in- 
vestigation of oriental immigration has been 
confined thus far to the Rocky mountain and 
Pacific coast sections, and special emphasis 
has been placed upon the inquiry concerning 
the Japanese.

contain a legal transcript of the marriage of 
Josephine and Oliva. 

Rolfir in his testimony insisted that he 
never changed the marriage record, and that 
he was hired by another person to falsify the 
record. The authorities ask that he be given 
ten years’ imprisonment. 

Rolfir charged that ne saw a letter in 
which it was stated that witnesses at a 
previous trial received $1,000 from Lionel 
Sackville-West's agents in return for sup- 
porting Lionel’s side of the case. 

Another claimant has appeared at 
Granada, declaring he can prove his claim 
by documents.

The trading spirit wae strong in him as a boy, 
and he early became engaged in canal boat- 
ing on the Illinois and Michigan canal. 
Through his trips to Chicago with boatloads 
of grain he learned to speculate and won. 

When the California gold fever broke out 
Baldwin turned his face westward and start- 
ed in 1850 to drive across the plains from 
Racine, Wis. On that trip a

Arriving in California, Baldwin engaged in 
various kinds of business, always with a certain 
amount of success. Not until the discovery of the 
Comstock mine did he reach the distinction of 
being a rich man among rich men. 


Buys Land and Builds Hotel. 


His reward from the vast mining interests in 
which he became involved was esti at 


bought a vast tract of land in the San Gabriel 
valley. in southern California and there laid out 
and developed the Santa Anita ranch which has 
since become famous wherever thoroughbred racing 
was known. ; 

He built the famous Baldwin hotel in San Fran- 
cisco, the destruction of which was a tragedy well 
remembered by Californians to this day. 

Baldwin stocked the Santa Anita ranch with the 
finest thoroughbreds and engaged in stock breed- 

t 


following year Silver Cloud won the great classic. 
1888 Emperor of Norfolk and in 1604 Rey el 
Santa Anita won the Derby.. 

Baldwin hoped to see Crusados the Emperor’s 
most famous son, win a fifth American Derby for 
him in 1902, but fortune, which in his later years 
seemed to have deserted the great turfman, was 
unkind. Cruzados was injured in a race a few days 
before the Derby and was unadle to start. 


Pathos in Closing Days. 

The tide turned completely a few years ago. A 
shrinkage in land values carried away a large part 
of his once enormous fortune. His racing stables 
fell from their once high pinnacle of success. The 
Baldwin hotel in San Francisco burned in 1808, 
with comparatively little insurance to protect its 
owner, and legal troubles began to pour in upon 
him. 


In the face of these reverses Baldwin once more 
tried his hand at fortune building, setting sail for 
Nome, Alaska, when the gold fever was at its 
height. But. Lucky Baldwin failed in Alaska. 
Broken in health and spirit. he returned to Cal 
fornia, sold the site of the Baldwin hotel for a 
comfortable sum, closed out other holdings, and 
went to the Santa Anita ranch, there to spend his 
remaining days.

Washington, D. C., March 1.—The Bupreme 
court of the United States today reversed 
the decision of the Court of Appeals for the 
Second circuit, directing the Circuit court for 
the southern district of New York to hear the 
case of J. Wilcox Brown vs. the Equitable 
Assurance society, involving charges of mis- 
management. The Circuit court had dis- 
missed the case on a demurrer. 

Justice Peckham, who announced today’s 
decision, said the court had concluded there 
was no cause for Mr. Brown’s action and held 
he was entitled neither to an accounting nor 
to the appointment of a receiver. 

The decision of the court below was favor- 
able to a hearing for Brown, but today’s 
opinion failed to uphold that view. 

Mr. Brown claimed to represent 660,000 
policy holders. He asked for the appointment 
of a receiver and a general accounting, alleg~ 
ing that as the company was organized on 
the mutual plan he and other policy holders 
were entitled to participate in the division of 
the surplus. He contended the distribution 
of profit had not been as extensive as it 
should be, and charged that $10,000,000 more

PLAN FOR QUICKER TRANSIT 
BY CARS ON SURFACE LINES. 


Experiment of Making Fewer Stops 
Probably Will Be Tried This Week in 
North State Street. 


An experiment aiming toward rapid transit 
on the surface lines is being considered. It 
prohably will be tried in North State street 
this week, and if it meets with approval 
there, the plan may be established through- 
out the city.

Even if a court of equity had jurisdiction 
we must consider the result of a decree in ac- 
cordance with Mr. Brown's complaint. The 
corporation is one of the largest in the world, 
with more than half a million policy holders, 
with almost incalculable outstanding risks, 
and with assets and liabilities and surplus 
reaching into hundreds of millions. The re- 
sult of a stopping of this institution and the 
winding up of its business would be most 
disastrous to the great majority of the people 
interested. 

To place the institution in the hands of a 
receiver while it is paying promptly all of its 
obligations and with undoubted resources to 
continue to pay them would be a premature 
and wholly unnecessary ending of the de- 
fendant and one which it would be mild to 
characterize as ruinous to the interests of 
hundreds of thousands of persons and really 
beneficial to none.” 


No Unfair Distribution Shown. 


Justice Peckham also considered Mr. 


Brown's allegations relative to the misman- 
agement of former officials, and in that con- 


nection said: 

“The various allegations in regard to 
waste, mismanagement, and improper in- 
vestment of the funds and also the alleged 
fraudulent conduct of the officers guilty of 
such action do not show any improper ac-. 
tual distribution of the funds as among the 
policy holders. Although the effect of such 
conduct has plainly been to prevent the 
growth of the surplus to greater proportions 
than it has reached, there is still no aver- 
ment anywhere that the amount of the sur- 
plus that was distributed was not fairly and 
equitably distributed to each of the policy 
holders. , 

„These averments only show waste and 
misappropriation. before the moneys of the 
deféndant ever reach the surplus funds and 


before any distribution is made. They lay [| 


no foundation for the jurisdiction of a court 
of equity. The complainant’s contention to 
this effect has never been so regarded as the 
law in the state of New York.” , 

Referring to Mr. Ryan, to whose acquisi- 
tion of stock frequent reference was made in 
Mr. Brown's complaint, the opinion said:

universal use. Municipalities and prop- 
erty owners should not be forced, through 
legislation that would add to the cost of 
asphalt, to put up with less desirable 
pavements. Those pavements would be 
likely to cost them a little more than they 
do now if the cost of paving with asphalt 
were increased. ; 

The national government should do noth- 
ing through its tariff legislation to burt 
the cause of good roads and. good pave 
ments. Many counties in many states are. 
trying to improve their roads with as- 
phaltic compounds. They should not be 
discouraged by the imposition of higher 
duties on asphalt at the request of some 
California producers. Crude asphalt 
shouki be put on the free list as a con- 
eession to the interests of the city and 
country communities. ; 


THE HARBOR REPORT. 


The report of the Chicago harbor com- 
mission should mark a new period in the 
development of the city. It is a document 
based upon thorough data and months of 
investigation and debate. Its conclusions 
are obviously conservative, presentinz 
neither the extreme optimistic opinion of 
those who loak forward to the establish- 
ment of Chicago among the great sea- 
ports of the world, with miles of shipping 
along the lake front, nor the extreme pes- 
simistic opinion of those who believe that 
waterway development is an _ iridescent 
dream and Chicago’s future as a port be- 
hind her. 

Recommendations, however, are by n° 
means trivial. On the contrary, taken to- 
gether, they represent a comprehensive 
plan of harbor development and river im- 
provement, and include several sugges- 
tions that are not to be deemed debatable. 

For example, there should be no more 
delay than is necessary in the organiza- 
tion of the harbor department under a 
commissioner to be appointed by the mayor. 
The expediency of cotrdinating the vari- 
ous offices which now deal with different 
details of harbor and river maintenance 
is palpable. The very beginning of an 
intelligent treatment of this large general 
problem is the centralization of responsl- 
bility, end, the unifying of administration. 

The appointment of a competent,ensgi- 
neer to make necessary surveys for the 
topographical alterations and new im- 
‘provements is equally necessary, and the 
advisory board is desirable. 

As to the engineering work in straight- 
ening and widening the channel there can 
be no doubt of its urgency, and the re- 
moval of the, remaining center pier 
bridges is still more imperativély needed. 
In an interesting report by the river im- 
provement committee of the Associativa 
of Commerce the deplorable conditions 
now prevailing are emphasized, and both 
reports, appearing almost simultaneously, 
should result in an acceleration of work 
along these lines. 

The recommendations of. the harbor 
commission as to widening the maia river 
to 250 feet and cutting off certain elbows 
or sharp angles in the littoral probably 
involve a considerable expense, and must 
be set down as a part of the plan not to 
be realized until the crying need of the 
city for more adequate revenue poweis 
has been recognized at Springfield and 
answered. Authority to condemn. must 
granted the city, and adds to the 
length of our petition’ for legislative aid. 

What is very apparent from the report 
is that just such a broad plan as it out- 
lines is needed not merely to prevent us 
from ill considered tamperings with pres- 
ent conditions in the desperate attempt to 
gain relief from the most hurtful, but also 
to impress upon the public and the pub- 
lic’s official representatives a'definite ap- 
preciation of the problems involved, the 
interests affected, and the vital relation 
of harbor and river conditions to the pres- 
ent prosperity and future welfare of the 
city. — 

The commission has performed an ad- 
mirable service. Its members and Mayor 
Busse, who conceived and secured the ap- 
pointment of, the commission, deserve the 
thanks of the community. Let us now 
gee that we know how to profit by their 
services. All the work that is under way 
along the river should be pushed vigor- 
ously as may be. What can be done at 
ouice under the recommendations of the 
committee should not be delayed, such as 
the creation of a harbor department and 
the beginning of surveys. Much that 
ought to beédone must wait, but this only 
makes it the more desirable that we put 
through what is practicable... The 1 
Will” spirit’ could hardly be displayed in 
a field more profitable to Chicago. 


CUBAN LANDHOLDING.

THE JUDGES AND PUBLIC OPINION. 

In the Chicago Legal News of Feb. 27 
is published an address of Mr. Everett P. 
Wheeler, delivered at the annual meeting 
of the New York Bar association, recently 
held. Mr. Wheeler is chairman of the 
special committee on procedural reform of 
the American Bar association, and he 
presents to his own state association the 
conclusions and recommendations reached 
by that committee, adopted, with one ex- 
ception, by that distinguished national as- 
sociation and now embodied in a bill in 
the hands of the judiciary committee of 
the United States senate and house of 
representatives. 

THe TRIBUNE already has called atten- 
tion to this proposed legislation, and, in 
connection with the Tippit resolution iu 
our state legislature, it took occasion to 
suggest to the Circuit and Superior judges 
of Cook county and to the state bench at 
large that the time is ripe for definite and 
well considered action in the courts then 
selves in a similar direction. 

Coming from men whose daily duty is 
the administration of justice, and rein- 
forced, as we believe judicious recom- 
mendations would be, not merely by the 
leaders of the bar and the bar associa- 
tions but by the press and public opin- 
ion, Tue Trisune is not without hope 
that some definite and urgent reforms 
could be attained at this session of the 
legislature. Pat any rate, the judges will 
have absolved themselves of indifference 
and will have laid before the general pub- 
lic recommendations which will serve at 
least as fighting ground. 

It is true that the practice commission 
and the Bar association have met with 
discouraging opposition in ‘the legislature. 
This has been because of the layman's 
ignorance of his own interest.. There has 
been no public opinion protesting against 
the fossilization of procedure. There has 
been no enlightened self-interest to chal- 
lenge the talse “ conservativiem of law- 
yers. ; 

What is most needed at the present 
time is some striking authoritative criti- 
cism and proposal of reform which may 
be Backed aggressively by the press and 
public associations. In this way only will 
the force of public opinion be aroused to 
break down the obstruction that has de- 
feated reasonable legislation hitherto.

Tillman Represents Only Himself. 

* [Savannah News. } | 

Senator Tillman is fond of voicing on the 
door of the senate extreme views with re- 
spect to the race question and asserting and 
assuming that he is speaking the sentiment 
of the whole south. Senator Bacon the other 
day found occasion to remind him that he 
was not correctly representing the sentiment 
of the whole south, and to advise him that he 
assume to speak only for himself or for hie 
state in giving voice to extreme ideas. Sena- 
tor Bacon’s point was well taken. Too many 
persons are prone to accept Senator Tillman 
as a representative of southern public senti- 
ment, whereas he is nothing of the kind He 
doesn’t even represent South Carolina, as a 
whole, but only himself, and that for personal 
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tyranny and aay pw 
’ of the nobles at the expense of the 
pedsantry.. In this as in everything else, how- 
ever, there are two sides to the question; 
and if in medieval times the princes, barons, 
and territorial magnates generally po 
any number of prerogatives of which they 
have since been deprived by Jaw, the peas- 
antry, too, had certain rights, which have 
been abrogated by statute,-and upon the 
preservation of which they are determined. 

This is particularly the casein Italy, where 
the legislators find it far more politic to 
consult the interests of the masses than those 
of the classes in order to retain their seat 
in parllament. In fact, the nobles, especial- 
ly those who have ancestral estates, are un- 
justly treated. Thus, among the rights for- 
merly enjoyed by the peasantry in what is 
now the province of Rome, wae that of pastur- 
ing their cattle on the lands ot the lord of 
the sofl, and of helping themselves to the 
dead wood in the forests; that is to say, to 
the branches and trees which would other- 
wise have been left to rot on the ground. 

Some time ago a severe storm swept 
through the great Bandita forest on the 
estate of Prince Borghese at Alttigiiano, 
which resulted In several thousands of trees 
being blown down. The superintendent of 
the prince’s estate, on becoming aware of 
the extent of the destruction, at once con- 
tracted with the government railroads to 
pell them the fallen trees for use as ties. 
When, however, he started to have them re- 
moved, the peasantry of the district inter- 
fered, insisting that all these trees belonged 
to them, that the prince had no right to dis- 
pose of them, and that under no elreum- 
stances would they permit their sale or re- 
moval. On the superintendent resisting these 
pretensions, an armed battle ensued between 
the peasan and the Borghese gamekeep- 
ers, in which three of the peasants wereshot 
dead, a couple of gamekeepers were killed, 
and a third had his arm literally shorn off 
from his body by the terrible weapon with 
which the peasants were for the most part 
armed. that is to say, a scythe attached toa 
pole. 

— 

The prince has appealed to the government 
for protection of his property, and for assist- 
ance against the peasants of Attigliano, put- 
ting forward the logicai argument that the 


ing cattle on the Borghese lands were grant- 
ed in connection with the feudal preroga- 
tives formerly possessed by his ancestors, 
and which included serfage, forced labor. 
etc:, and that when these feudal! prerogatives 
were abolished by law, the right of the peas- 
ents. which were a corollary thereto, neces- 
sarily came to an end. g 

The government, afraid of parliament, has 
thus far declined to interfere. There have 
not qven been any arrests. and wher the 
latter are made it is probable that it will be 
the gamekeepers of the prince rather than 
the peasants who will be lodged in jail and 
indicted for homicide. 

One hears so much of oppression on the 
part of land owning nobles in Europe that 
it is just as well that attention should be 
drawn to the fact that the wronge are not 
all on their side. and that instead of being 
the oppressors, they are sometimes, as in the 
case of Prince Borghese; the oppreseed. 

— 


That the liberty of the press and the free- 


tions on the part of the censor are by no 
have been led to believe, is demonstrated by 
the extraordinary silence which has been 
maintained on the subject of the treatment 
accorded to the members of the administra- 
tion that was in office prior to the coup d'état 
of last autumn. An impression has been 
created, and in every way fostered, to the 
effect that the Young Turk party, now in 
supreme control, have distinguished them- 
selves by their forbearance towards their 
political opponents. 

This impression, however, now turns out 
to be un founded. and the prisons at Stamboul 
and in the neighboring cities are full of 
high dignitaries of the former régime, who 
have been detained there ever since the 
coup d'stat, that is, some six months ago, 
without being brought to trial or even re- 
ceiving a hearing. What is particularly un- 
just about the matter is that the rich pashas, 
that is to say, those who presumably profited 
most extensively by official dishonesty and 
corruption, have been able.to purchase the 
privilege of being confined to their own 
palaces under police surveillance instead of 
being locked up in jail. 


~~. 

It is only the poor pashds and beys, that 
ie to say, the most honest of the officers of 
the former régime, the men who were too 
honorable to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunities in their way, that are confined in 
dungeons, restricted to the most unsatisfac- 
tory fare, and subjected to every kind of 
indignity. and maltreatment on the part of 
their jailers. For I need hardly explain that 
there is as much difference between an 
oriental prison and an American penitentiary 
as there is between the Waldorf-Astoria or 
St. Regis in New York, and the lowest class 
of cheap Bowery lodging house. 

Among thoge thus rotting in prison is Ned- 
jib Pasha Meihame, former under secretary 
of state for public works. Every one in Con- 
stantinople knows that he fs strictly honest 
and wholly without fortune, although he was 
virtually head of a department *where he 
might haye made millions; and the only ex- 
cuse which the authorities are able to bring 
forward for keeping him in jail is that he is 
alleged to have caused, in times gone by, 
the torture of a couple of mythical Armenians 
whom nobody had ever heard of or seen, 
and whose names are even unknown. Poor 
Nedjib Pasha Melhame's fate is that of a 
couple of score of others of the most decent 
and honest dignitaries of rank of the former 
régime, and in view of the fact that the coup 
d’etat last fall was carried through largely 
by means of the moral support and encour- 
agement which its leaders received from for- 
eign powers and from their ambassadors ai 
Constantinople, the latter should make it 
their business to insist that the new gov- 
ernment should either bring all these pris- 
oners of state to a speedy and fair trial, or 
else restore them at once to liberty, passing 
a Sponge over the slate of the past.

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RUSH FOR ARGENTINE BONDS 


Trafic of Two Elevated Roads Shows 
Good Gain for February. 


Chicago houses were moderate buyers in 
the New York market yesterday. Although 
some uncertainty exists, sentiment is drift- 
ing gradually toward the bull side. The 
market recovered so quickly from the break 
of last Tuesday that it is reasoned the large 
interests must have a great deal of confi- 
dence. in the situation or quotations would 
not have so soon reached the level which 
they touched during the day. Strength in 
Reading helped the list, but had there not 
been. a general firm undertone one stock 
could not ostensibly make the mark 

The steel situation not growing any worse, 
it is assumed that it must grow better, and 
the strong position of the United States 
Steel corporation K its friends is reassur- 
ing to many market interests. 


Argentine Bond Sale Significant. 
The quick disposition of the Argentine 
governmént loan must be regarded as a bull 
factor. The total loan was $48,650,000. There 
was allotted to the United States $9,750,000. 
This amount was over subscribed before 
noon and the books closed two hours after 
they were opened. 

South American loans are unusual in this 
country. Although the credit of the gov- 
ernment of Argentina is good, investors as 
a whole have paid ho attention to the 
finances of the South American republics 
and the fact that this loan was taken 80 
readily indicated the strength of the bond 
market and consequently the abundance of 
funds in this country for investment. The 
sale offene bonds suggests the growing sur- 
plus wealth of the United States.

January , Traffic. 

Traffic of the two local elevated railroads 
making monthly returns shows a good gain 
for February over the corresponding month 
last year.

Western Electric Gross Sales. 


The January, business of the Western Elec- 
tric company ‘was at the rate of $50, 000, 000 
gross sales for the year. The month prom- 
ised little in the beginning, but turned out 
unusually well at the end. This is taken as 
an indication that further improvement may 
be expected. 

Telephone business with the farmers 
throughout the country continuted to show a 
steady growth, Sales to operating tele- 
phone companies exceeded those of January, 
1908. Sales of machinery and electrical sup- 
plies to central stations, mills, and factories 
also exceeded January of last year. 

The company is at present employing ap- 
proximately 1,600 persons, a much larger 
force than twelve months ago. The Haw- 
thorne shops, which manufacture the heavier 
electric light machinery, are operating over- 
time. 


Calumet & Hecla Issues Notes. 

The Calumet and Hecla company has sold 
Lee, Higginson & Co. $950,000 three year 5 
per cent notes and $1,000,000 ten year 5 per 
cent notes, callable after three years. The 
$950,000 notes have been sold on a 4% per 
cent income basis and a part of the 61.000 000 
notes at the same price. The remainder of 
the ten year notes is being offered at 101% and 
interest. 

The total issue of notes made by the Calu- 
met and Hecla is reported to be about $5,- 
000,000. Of this amount $1,950,000 will be 
sold to the public and the rest will be turned 
over to the Bigelow interests in part pay- 
ment for their properties. 


\ Bargain in Ice Bonds. 
It is announced that after a long and 
stormy meeting, during which protests were 
filed by minority stockholders in the Amer- 
ican Ice company, the shareholders finally 
ratified the modified plan of the directors 
to issue $38,000,000 5 per cent five year first 
and general mortgage bonds. The bonds 
have been underwritten by a syndicate head- 
ed by W. A. Cooper, G. L. Boisevain, and F. 
Brown, which gets them at 80. The minor- 
ity’ stockholders protested that the bonds 
were being sold tao cheap, and that the syn- 
dicate was getting too large a commission. 
They thought the company was entitled to 90. 


O. and O. Dividend. 

A representative of the syndicate which 
bought control of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
railroad says that while he understands ab- 
solutely no definite decision has been 
reached, it is proposed to declare a dividend 
of 2 per cent, payable next June. This would 
make 8 per cent for the fiscal year which 
will end June 30. He also says it has been 
proposed to make semi-annual payments of 
2per cent thereafter, thus placing the stock 
on a 4 per cent basis.

Directors of Sears, Roebuck & Co. have de- 
clared the regular quarterly dividend of 1% 
per cent on the preferred stock, payable 
April 1, to holders of record March 18. The 
transfer books do not close.
